ABOLISH DEATH PENALTY

BOSTON, April 5—The lower branch 
of the state legislature discussed for 
an hour and a half*Wednesday after- 
hoon the general question of the ab- 
«sition of the death penalty. There 
Were several matters on the calendar 
relating to this subject, which aad 
oeen made the special assignment oF 
the day for 2.15 o'clock. 

The first was the adverse report of 
the joint judiciary committee, with 
Senator Clark and Representative 
Grady dissenting, on the petition with 
bill of Thomas kL. Davis for the abo- 
lition of the death penalty and to give 
the pardoning power to the superior 
court, instead of to the governor ana 
council. 

The’ second matter was the adverse 
report of the same committee on the} 
petition with bill of William R. Henry | 
tor legislation to provide for. submit- 
ting to the people the question of abol- 
ishing capital punishment and substi- | 
tuting~ therefor imprisonment for life. 

The third was the adverse report of | 
the same committee on the pétition 
anid bill of William F, Mitchell for leg- 
istation to abolish capital punishment 
where the accused is convicted on 
purely circumstantial evidence, and 
the fourth matter was the adverse re- 
_ port on the petition and bill of Andrew | 
FEF’, Hoyle for legislation to provide that 
the penalty in cases of murder in the 
first degree, whére conviction depends 
on circumstantial evidence, Shall be 
imprisonment for life.

Continuing, Mr. Higgins descried the 
“misguided sympathy for the degen- 
erate who entered a house in Weston 
and took away the life of a defenceless 


; Woman, the light of a home, the help 


People 
seem to shut their eves against the 
enormity of the deed and now turn 


| them with sympathy almost disgusting 


to the miserable degenerate now.lying 
in Cambridge.” 

He argued that the state had the 
right to protect itself against vicious 
citizens, nor did he think that life,im- 


| prisonment would give that protection 


as there were the chances of pardon or 
escape, nor did he believe the state 
should be compelled to care for a citi- 
zen who had placed himself outside the 
pale of the state’s protection. 

As to the changing of the pardoning 
authority, he believed this would be a 
dangerous conflict between the judicial 
and executive departments. 

Mr. Grady of Koston thought the 
whole question of the abolition of the 
death penalty should be submitted to 
the people. 

Mr. Douglas of Boston, in opposition 
suid that never had it been shown 


| where an innocent man had been put to 


death in this state. He cited the Tuck- 
er case to show the way the state safe- 
guarded tre life of an accused. 

Mr. Duane of Waltham spoke in 
favor of the resolve because of his 
conviction that the state had no right 
to take life anv more than the individ- 
ual 

Mr. Davis of Salem moved to extend 
the time for debate. This was defeated 
but Mr. Davis was given five minutes

Hadley on Lawless Business. 

At the dinner of the Missouri Society 
of New York Attorney General Hadley, 
who was the guest of honor, diagnosed 
the existihg abuses which command 
the attention of the country, such as 
the bribery of legislatures and railroad 
rebates, by declaring that corporations 
which override the law are in every 
case behind the bosses and are respon- 
sible for corrupt 
politics. To his 
mind the vital 
problem is 
whether these 
great commer- 
ciul enterprises, 
or trusts, can 
continue in open 
defiance and vio- 
lence of the law 
of the nation 
and the state. 
He says it is a 
conservative 
statement to say 
that the greater” 
part of our trade

and commerce {s owned by corpora- 

tions which are unlawful in their or- 

ganization or in their business meth- 


ods. He does not believe that Social- 
ism or government ownership offers a 
remedy, but he does believe that our 
industrial system “cannot continue to 
exist half lawful and half unlawful.” 
He thinks the people will stop the un- 
lawful practices without any radical 
departure from beaten paths; that it 
will be accomplished by aroused public 
sentiment and conscience, which will 
require that men who would be regard- 
ed as respectable must be honest and 
that officers of the law should prose- 
cute the offenders until the rights of 
the poor shall receive the same protec- 
tion as the property of the rich. 


One Insurance Bill Passed. 

Both branches of the New York leg- 
islature passed one of the Armstrong 
insurance Dills—namely, that which 
puts out of office. the trustees of mu- 
tual life-insurance “companies and in- 
validating all existing proxies. The 
election is to occur Noy. 15. Other bills 
are ready. : 

Railroads to Share Taxes. 

The New Jersey senate and housé 
have passed without a dissenting vote 
the Perkins, equal tax providing 
that ‘railroad property shall be. taxed 
on the same basis as any other proper- 
ty. This was one of the pet measures 
advocated by Governor Stokes... This is 
the third of the reform, measures fa- 
vyored by Stokes that have got through 
the legislature. The others were to re- 
strict the .grant of a municipal fran- 
chise to twenty years, subject to exten- 
sion by a vote of the people, and grant- 
ing trolley companies the right to car- 
ry freight. The railroad tax bill is ex- 
pected to add $3,000,000 to the state’s 
income. 

Labor Men to Enter Politics. 

At a meeting of the executive coun- 
cil of the American Federation of La- 
bor at Washington action was taken 
toward the more active participation 
of union labor bodies in national poli- 
tics. This will be along the line of 
questioning candidates for public of- 
fices upon questions affecting the in- 
terests of labor and the people general- 
ly, “to the end that the working peo-| 
ple may act as a unit at the polls at | 
every election.” 

Patterson Urges Laborers to Rise. 

Joseph Medill Patterson, the wealthy 
Chicago Socialist recruit, has begun 
his active labors for his faith by ad- 
dressing the employees of the Chicago 
stockyards. Speaking to those em- 
ployed by the Armours, he said that it 
was the hard labor of the workingmen 
that was adding $38,000,000 to the 
wealth of J. Ogden Armour, and he 
added: “You ought to rise in your 
might, go to the polls, elect a Socialist 
president and come into your own. 
This is your only chance.” It is said 
that Patterson is to start~a Socialist 
daily. 

Individualism Versus Socialism. 

In- an article for.the’ April Century 
W. J. Bryan’ takes the ground that | 
there should be and need be no un 
friendliness between honest individual- 
ists and honest Socialists, as both seek 
that which they believe best for so- 
ciety. He believes that at present pri- 
yate monopoly is putting upon judivid- 
ualism an undeserved odium, and 
hence the individualist should address, 
himself to this problem in order that 
the advantages of competition may be 
restored to industry. He argues that 


} 


the words individualism and Socialism 
define tendencies rather than concrete 
systems. He thinks that much of the 
strength of Socialism is due to. the 
condemnation of abuses, which while 
existing under individualism are not 
necessary to it. 

Big Fine For Political Gifts. 

The Maryland senate has passedythe 
corrupt practices act, with an amend- 
ment providing a fine of $100,000 for 
campaign contributions by corpora- 
tions and requiring party chairmen to 
yender an account to the courts of all 
money spent in elections.

“Cannon Answers Shackleford. 


Representative Shackleford (Dem., 
Mo.) continued his attack on Speaker 
Cannon, charging the speaker with fa- 
voritism for his failure to recognize 
members who had bills ready to be 
voted upon. He warned the speaker 
that the people have their faces set 
against bosses and protested against 
absolutism and the subverting -of 
representative government. Replying, 
Speaker Cannon said that he wished to 
say only that if it afforded the gentle- 
man satisfaction’to make him a stalk- 
ing horse #n account of his quarrel 
with the minority leader, well and 
good. This referred to the removal of 
Shackleford from the interstate and 
foreign commerce committee by Leader 
Williams, 

Biggest of All Warships. 

The house naval committee favors 
the construction of the largest battle- 
ship in the world, one which, when 
armed and armored, will have cost as 
much as $9,000,000, It will be in the 
neighborhood of 20,000 tons displace- 
ment. The present bill Is to carry an 
appropriation of $6,000,000, for the hull 
and machinery alone. Other vessels to 
be authorized are three torpedo boat 
destroyers and a number of subma- 
rines. Provision is made for the repair 
of the old warship Constitution as a 
show -vessel, and her name may be 
given to the great ship now projected. 
The naval bill will carry a total of $99,- 
750,000. 

Points In Senate Rate Talk. 

The discussion of the rate bill con- 
tinued to hold first place in the senate, 
many elaborate speeches being de- 
livered. 

McCumber (Kep., N. D.) said he in- 
tended to vote for the bill, and he 
thought it would be passed, but that it 
would. be “the worst disappointment 
that has ever befallen a really injured 
and expectant people.” He said that 
it would mean the death of competition 
and that changing the rate making 
power from railroad managers to a 
political board would not affect in the 
slightest degree rebates or other evils. 
He thought the bill would lead ulti- 
mately to government ownership.

grounds at Punchard school, they have 
only to take a walk up to that place 
and attempt to reach the building 
through the mire of the driveway, or 
by threading the glades along the path. 

Last Friday evening furnished ideal 
conditions for“ viewing the site2? in 
all its glory. The prize speaking at- 
tracted a large audience of friends of 
the school, and good sidewalks carried 
them to the bounds of the school 
grounds dry shod and with clean gowns. 
But woe betide him’ who. ventured up 
the “beautiful walk between the trees” ! 
A mnillion suction pipes, in the shape of 
as many evergreen roots, were feeding 
that gravel surface with water enough 
to. float a generous sized man of war, 
and the result was (and still is) a sticky 
paste of the most alluring Composition, 
To wander through the forest on the 
sides was somewhat of a diversion, and 
had in it a bit of the poetic, but one 
missed his tomahawk and bowie knife 
for the attainment of the fullest realism, 

In fact, oe does- miss his tomahawk 
sadly every time he gets near to the 
shades of darkness that decorate the 
front of the Punchard building. There 
may have beech atime when they were 
an adornment to the grounds, but for 
many years they have been adding a 
year’s growth each yéar to the disfig- 
urement of the grounds, to the gloom 
of the street which. they border, and to 
the darkness they produce in at least 
one of the school rooms. | 

The Townsman has long advocated 
their cutting. The judgment has been 
affirmed by one of the best landscape 
architects of the state, and has had the 
approval of many citizens, but a strong 
sentiment has persistently stood in the 
way. One can have only the highest 
regard for a sentiment that so loyally 
stands by an institution, as the, Pun- 
chard sentiment has upheld all things 
Punchard.

The 
purpose is to discover any physical: de- 
fects that may hamper the child’s edu- 
cation, and the admittedly chief one is 
defective eyesight. A week of the 
woodman’s axe in the Punchard forest 
would do tore for good eyesight among 
Punchard pupils than a year of medical 
supervision. 

‘The writer of this column will be 
charged by no Andover citizen as being 
a destroyer, of nature. His entire life 
has been devoted to contributing to 
the best of his ability to a more beau- 
tiful Andover, and in the further pro- 
motion of that end the very earnest 
demand is made for this improvement 
at the Punchard school. Myr. Curtis, 
the consulting landscape architect. of 
the Park Commission, has presented 
two schemes for the improvement. 
One is a complete new beginning, the 
other provides for the saving of some 
of the present trees. If we may not 
go the full course, we may certainly 


begun the better.

| The Southworth Lectures. ; 


Judge S.-E. Baldwin, LL,D., of New 
Haven concludes this valuable course of 
lectures at the Seminary this week. 
The course has. been well, attended with 
unflagging interest, a number of clergy- 
men being present. ‘The general sub- 
ject has been “The Law of the Land in 
its Relation to Clerical Lights and 
Duties.””, An abstract of the first four 
lectures is here given: that of the two 
concluding lectures will foflow next 
week. 

The Law referred to in the title is 
| principally State Law. Varying prac- 
| tice obtains in the severai states.as to 
| the degree and definiteness of the recog- 


nition of Christianity in-—-their~ consti- 
tutions. Since Congregational Polity 
was Originally bound up with. state law, 
a minister is in several respects a public 
officer. Because of this, and of. his 
moral leadership, he should. carefully 
guard and cherish popular respect: for 
law and avoid partisan preaching... His 
attitude should be an endorsement of 
Justinian’s three principles, “Live hon- 
orably Injure no one; Give every one 
his due.” There are two kinds of obli- 
gations to be sustained: those of formu- 
lated and published laws: those wrought 
out in the standards and ideals of the 
people; qnwritten, yet controlling. Im 
this second sphere the direct influence 
of the pulpit is specially important, and 
therefore in upholding the interpreta- 
tion of the law made by Judges 

The Public Schoolis the great defence 
of our national life. It should be a 
place for moral training. This should 
be conducted so as to approve itself to 
the consciences of all the citizens. Sec- 
tarian or controversial use of the Bible 
should be excluded; as distinct from a 
moral and literary use. : 

Church property should be held by a 
duly incorporated ecclesiastical society. 
This should be composed of the solid ana 
conservative men of the parish, and be 
the agent of, yet an independent au- 
thority by the side of the more numer- 
ous and miscellaneous church, The 
-bi-cameral system of control is good for 
religious purpeses. Regard for right 
order should be observed in calling 
meetings, regulating membership and 
doing business. : 

When charity needs protection the 
law sustains designated trusts, charities 
and wills. Most church property is so 
held and cannot be arbitrarily sold, and 
profits divided. In administration the 
will of a donor is of first consideration. 
Where division arises because of change 
of doctrines or practice, the court favors 
compromise and conciliation. ‘Trusts 
may be held by unincorporated trustees, 

A settled pastor, installed by Council, 
can only be unsettled for gross cause, 
or offence which really defeats his work. 
The, re-establishment of the Council in 
Congregational usage should be secured. 
Concurrent action of church and society 
is needed in extending a call, which call 
can be revoked before accepted. Vees 
for extra ministerial services are not au- 
thorized, but are not improper. The 
minister should be familiar with parlia- 
mentary rules. If presiding, hé may him. 
self second a motion he approves of. He 
should use to the full the guiding powers 
of a moderator. He should keep careful- 
record of all church and parish events. 
He should publish a manual of the his- 
tory, rules and methods of procedure 
of his own church for its use.

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Prof. George F, Moore, a Former Instruct: 
orin the Andover Theological semi- 
nary Awarded an Important 
Fellowship at Harvard. 


The following article regarding Prof. 
George F. Moore, formerty of Andover 
now of: Cambridge, was published in 
the Boston Sunday Globe: 

Recently there appeared a brief little 
notice in the Harvard University Gaz: 
ette that Prof. George Foot Moore had 
been awarded by the president and fel- 


lows ot Harvard college the Walter 
Channing Cabot fellowship for three 
years, from Sept, 1, 1905, 

In the notice it-also stated~that-“it 


was the desire of the givers to provide 
‘an. additional remuneration to some 
distingished man in recognition of his 
eminence. " 


This is an unusual honor, and one of 
which any man might well feel proud, 
as it is the recognition by the corpor- 
ation or governing body of the univer- 
sity that Prof, George Foot Moore of 
the divinity school is a “distinguished 
man,” and as this is the first time 


this fellowship hag been awarded, it |, 


perhaps marks Prof. Moore as a some- 
what exceptional man. 


The fellowship itself is a little’ un- 

usual. There are plenty. of fellowships 
and graduates of the university, but 
few for members of the faculty, and no 
one like this Cabot fellowship, which 
is given without. -conditions. Pres, 
Eliot in his last report said: 
' “Another gift of an unusual sort was 
received by the corporation in June, 
1905. It was a gift of $50,000 in mem- 
ery of Walter Channing Cabot from 
his widow and their children. 

“This gift is to be held as a per- 
manent fund, which will support a 
Walter Channing Cabot fellowship, the 
fellowship and the income of the fund 
to be given to any professor or in- 
structor in the general field of litera- 
ture, history or art, either for life or 
a term of years, not in substitution for 
any part-of his regular salary, but in 
addition thereto. It is the desire of 
the givers to provide ‘an additional re- 
muneration to some distinguished man 
in recognition of his eminence,’ 

The probability is that this fellow- 
ship and its income will be awarded to 
some full professor of the university, 
whose salary will thereby. be increased 
by the. income of $50,000. The fellow- 
ship will therefore be a prize held for 
a long period. or for life by some pe- 
culiarly valued teacher or producer.” 

The donors of the gift were Elizabeth 
Rogers Cabot, Henry Bromfield Cabot, 
Kuth Cabot Paine Elise Cabot Forbes, 
Walter Mason Cabot and Mabel Cabot 
Sedgwick, all members of a well known 
Boston family. 

The award of this fellowship speaks 
well for the broad spirit of the Har- 
vard corporation, for Prof, Moore 1s a 
eomparatively new man on the facul- 
ty of the university, he having been 
appointed in 1902 and made Frothinz- 
ham professor of the history of re.i- 
gion in 1903. 

Prior to this he had been fer 19 years 
a professor of Semitic languages anda 
history at Andover Theological semi- 
nary and before this he had been a 
Presbyterian minister for five years. 

He had, .however, beén one of the 
preachers to Harvard university for 
two-years before his appointment as a 
professor, This is an office which is us- 
ually filled by several distinguished 
men outside the -university and the 
faculty. 

So it will be seen that Prof. Moore 
stood strictly on his merits as a scholar 
—a scholar ina field. which 1s not being 
recognized these davs, in this country 
at least, with the same favor as are 
the scholars in what are known as the 
scientific fields. ' 

The history of religions and the lan- 
guages of antiquity are not given much 
consideration in the busy, practical 
world of today, and a man who is en- 
saged in the study of these things is 
apt to be set down as a pedant and a 
bookworm rather than as one. whose 
studies and knowledge bear some vital 
relation to the present and to the af- 
fairs of the day. 

This popular fallacy had undoubted- 
ly good grounds for existence 25 years 
ago, but times have changed, and the 
study of the past in language and his- 
tory and religion—what used to be the 
dim past—is brought very close to the 
present and to,the governmental, socio- 
legical and religious conditions of our 
own day by. the archaeoldégical re- 
searches, and th® scientific manner, in 
which the whole range or.“ancient and 
Riblical history is and has been, within 
the’ past two decades especially thresh- 
ed over and winnowed and put on a 
flesh and blood basis. 

The past is being measured by the 
present, and = present’ conditions af 
races, and thought and human activity 
in general are seen to bear a-relation- 
ship that is much closer to the p2si 
than men were wont to realize or will- 
ing to admit. 

It is of this new spirit of scholarship 
that Prof. George Foot Moore is adis- 
ciple. He is a fine type of that Amer- 
jean scholar which Emerson predicted 


for this countrv—an all-round man: 
well balanced in his erudition; a man 
who sees and understands the rela- 


tions of things. whose sympathies are 
not circumscribed. That he is popular 
as a teacher goes without saying. 

And he comes out of the great mid- 
dle west. He was born in West Ches- 
ter, Penn, Oct. 15. 1851. but most of his 
early life was passed in Ohio. He is 
the son of a clergyman, and his moth- 
er was the daughter of a clergyman, 
He graduated from Yale college in 1872, 
and later attended the Union Theo'og- 
ical seminary in New York, and stud- 
ied at Tubingen. in Germany. 

He was pastor of the. Putnam Pres- 
byterian chureh at Zanesville, O., from 
ISTX to 1883. when he became professor 
of Hebrew at Andover Theological 
ical seminary, and later Jecturer on 
the history of religion. 
ident from 1899 to 1901. 

He has written a great deal of a 
critical and commentary nature on the 
Old Testament. and on oriental lan- 
guages and literature: numerous arti- 
cles in the Encyclopedia Biblica, the 
Andover Review, Journal of Biblical 
literature, besides translations | from 
severul languages. 

He is a linguist in the broadest sense 
of the word, being not only conversant 
with several of the modern European 
languages, but also with several of the 
Semitic group. There is little in mod- 
ern history—or in any of the = great 
movements of history—with which he is 
not familiar. And besides all this he 
is alive to everv active movement in 
the world of todav. whether it is in the 
United States, India, China or Russia. 
As one of his acauaintances remarked 
to the writer: 

“Moore > knows 
things than anv man 
known.” 

But the beauty of it all is that you 
ao not feel this in the man in either 
look, or word, or action until the oc- 
casion arises; and then it is-apt to 
come from him in an offhand, matter-o 
of-faet wav that is 10 times more ef- 
fective than if it were uttered in a 
pedantic manner. 

Religion to him. is. an important 
phase of human development of which 
the Christian religion is the highest

expression. He understands the rela- 
tion of religion to race and character, 
to social life and the other conditions 
that make for organic homogeneity in 
a people. The Semitic races with their 
peculiarities are as familiar to him as 
are the modern sects or the Christian 
religion. 

Only a man: of intellectual strength 
and a healthy imagination could com- 
pass all this without getting lost some- 
where along the line of. nis” studies 
and hitching himself to some of 
the fads and fancies that beset such a 
course. One has to have a strong, 
clear head to steer through it all and 
retain that kind of sanity which makes 
& man companionable to his fellow- 
men. 

Prof. Moore is one of. the most pop- 
ular lecturers in this vicinity. He is 
a realist with a strong background of 
various knowledge behind the particu- 
lar thing he describes or paints in 
language. At Harvard he is partic- 
ularly fortunate in his line in having 
such splendid obiect lessons, as are to 
be seen in the Semitic musuem. This 
museum with its collections, makes 
the past very real and such person- 
ages as Hamurabi, the Assyrian, more 
than mere myths. The divinity school 
in which he teaches is nonsectarian, 


and deals more especially with the 
history of the peoples connected with 
the old and new testaments, so that 


here may be found students of various 
denominations studying side by side. 

It is in every sense elective. The 
same is true of the summer divinity 
school in which Prof. Moore also lec- 
tures. Personaly he is a Congrega- 
tionalist. 

Prof. Moore is over six feet in height, 
and if anything he looks a little’ like 
a German—a language which he speaks 
fluently—but, he is in point of fact ua 
good type of American. His patience, 
like the patience of all teachers, is 
sometimes sorely tried, espectally when 
he overhears one student ask another: 


“Who is this Jehovah .that. Moore 1s. 


talking about all the time?” “ 

Or again in a course on the new Tes- 
tament in which the only text book 
used is the Bible. a student writes for 
an excuse that he hasn't been able to 
get any text.-books for, the course of 
the éo0perative book, store. .« 

Naturally one, of” Tis characterits- 
tics of such a man is his modesty. He 
doesn’t like the superlative and were it 
not for this much more might be said 
in regard to him and his erudition than 
it.is possible to sav under the circum- 
stances.

Tide of Revolution Rising. 

Whatever hope there was of seeing 
a representative form of government 
set up in’ Russia under the direction of 
Premier Witte has disappeared in the 
present reign of terror directed by Min- 
ister of the Interior Durnovo, who is 
how all powerful with the czar. Ar- 
rests of persons belonging to the intel- 
lectual class have increased daily until 
the jails are crowded. In anticipation 
of popular reprisals troops and guns 


are. being distributed to various points | 


of danger. In Moscow alone nearly 
1,000 persons have been imprisoned for 
political. reasons. A general railway 
strike is again threatened, and military 
trains are held in readiness, while all 
stations are under strong military 
guard. Everywhere there are signs of 
deepening popular unrest, and in sheer 
desperation the masses are likely to re- 
spond to a new revolutionary call. 

In the election of twelve members of 
the council of the empire, which is to 
be the upper house of the Russian 
douma, held at St. Petershurg, it is 
reported that those chosen are all well 
known members of the liberal group. 
They were chosen by representatives 
of the associations of trade and indus- 
try throughout. the country. In the mu- 
nicipal elections of the St. Petersburg 
district Constitutional Democrats were 
victorious. 

British Colony Disgusted. 

Because the death sentence against 
twelve natives of Natal, South Africa, 
charged with murdering troops in’ am- 
bush, had been suspended by Sir Hen- 
ry McCallum, governor of the colony,

School For All Ages. 

The first year of the experimental 
evening industrial school to which pu- 
pils of any age may go to learn trades 
without having had any elementary 
training has just ended at New York 
in a way to vindicate its usefulness. 
It closes with a total of 1,500 pupils on 
its rolls, ranging from sixteen to sixty- 
seven years in age, and nearly all col- 
ored. 

Mr. Carnegie’s Spelling Platform. 

In a statement given to the press at 
Hot Springs, Va., Andrew Carnegie 
tells why he is supporting spelling re- 
form.

r_European rights to this machine, 
ae that during this trial flight the 
driver sent the machine around a cir- 
cle twenty-nine times and that when 
finally It stopped it was because the 
supply of gasoline which ran the mo- 
tor had been exhausted. He says that 
the Wright brothers have at last the 
secret for which the world has been 
working for centuries. It is believed to 
be the first real flying machine ever 
built. It has two superimposed sur- 
faces and rudders fore and aft, but the 
details are still secret. 
New Ice Automobile Idea. 

Charles E. 8S. Burch of Minneapolis 
has developed an automobile to be pro- 
pelled by screw runners on the ice, ac- 
cording to a statement of the Scientific 
American. ‘The particular object he 
has in view is to develop winter 
freight transportation in Alaska, Steam» 
is the motive power of this ice locomo- 
tive. The spirals lie with their vertical 
axes horizontal, their edges being 
sharpened like the blades of a skate. 
Each spiral is connected with a sepa- 
rate engine. The machine is steered by 
compressed air operating two semicir- 
cular steel disks at each end of the 
body.. The bottom of the body is made 
water tight, so that if the ice should 
give way the whole conveyance would 
float upon the surface of the water, in 
which ease the spirals would serve as 
propellers.

Harvard after next season depends en- 
tirely on the sort of games that are 
then played. If the same objectionable 
features reappear next fall which fore- 
ed such thorough revision this winter 
it is very likely that the game will be 
abolished for good and all at Harvard. 
If the game proves satisfactory it will 
be allowed to continue, 

The vote of the committee not only 
allows the game to be’ played at Har- 
vard, but it allows it to be played as 
an intercollegiate contest. Pres. Eliot 
objected to intercollegiate football and 
recommended that games with other 
colleges be not played again at Har- 
vard until the new rules had been 
thoroughly tested. 

Whether or not the governing boards 
will still insist on this remains to he 
seen, but it does not seem likely that 
they will, in view of the strong position 
taken by the athletic committee. 

It is hoped by those in charge of 
football at Harvard that the game wi!! 


; be played in Cambridge next fall in a 


way that will do awav with its objec. 
tionable features. Last fall coach 
Peld started reforms along these lines 
and they will be.continued next fall, 

The vote of the committee was: 

“That the following resolution be 
adopted and transmitted to the corpo. 
ration and the board of overseers, und 
to the faculty of arts and sciences, to- 
gether with the apoended statement: 

“The Harvard athletic committee by 
virtue of the authority delegated to it 
by the corporation and the board of 
uversecrs, hereby votes to sanction the 
pame of football at Harvard as an in- 
tercollegiate sport for the season of 
1906.» 

“The committee has taken this ac- 
tion after a careful examination of the 
revised rules for football recently ad- 
opted by the American intercollegiate 
football rules committee. These rules 
seem to afford a reasonable assurance 
that a satisfactory game may be play- 
#d under them, and the committee con- 
siders it. desirable and expedient to 
permit the Harvard team’ to cooper- 
ate with other university teams in the 
endeavor to test and exemplify these 
rules in intercollegiate contests.” 

Mr. Reid last night did not wish to 
@'scuss the action of the athletic com- 
mittee but he was naturally pleased 
at its vote. Mr. Reid has done a great 
deal to help reform rules, end he js 
of course, pleased that the tfesult of 
-his labors and that of the rules coni- 
mittee meets with the approval of jhe 
Harvard committee. 

It is very likely now that Harvard 
Will go ahead with its sehedule fo- 
1906, for she has been holding up the 
schedules of a number of colleges in 
order that.she might have games in

PROF. MOORHEAD'S STATEMENT. 


Letter from Professor W. K. Moor- 
head, Curator of the Archaeological 
Museum, Phillips Academy, Andover, 
Mass. , : 

Living on Broadway in an unpreten- | 
tious house there isa venerable gentle- 
man who has, stored away in his house 
and carpenter shop, as large and com- 
prehensive a collection illustrating the 
natural historv of eastern Massachu- 
setts as can be found outside of the 
museums. I do not suppose that more 
than a hundred persons in this entire 
region are aware of the fact, but it is 
nevertheless true. 


Mr. Samuel Stearns is now eighty- 
five years of age. For fifty years he 
has roamed the fields and dales 
of Massachusetts: and New Hamp- 
shire. He has collected ~° every- 
thing from specimens, illustrating sur- 
face geology to mineralogy, from 


bird's egg to .archaelogical specimens, 
from the woods to the first electric vi 
appliances, from sea shells to histori- 
cal objects. In short. he has covered 
the entire field and his total collection 
will weigh at least five tons, or proy- 
erly exhibited would fill twenty-five 
ten-foot eases, As it is my profession 
to collect specimens. I venture the con- 
servative statement that Mr, Stearns’s 
coHection could: not be duplicated to- 
day short of-$5000 and that hundreds 
of things he possesses eould not be du- 
plicated at all.

children: and its educational influence 
need not be. confined .to juveniles 
either, for the entire adult population 
of Lawrence and Methuen might derive 
no little benefit and pleasure from the 
stady of Mr. Stearns’ exhibit. Many 
Who are not interested in the study, 
but who are attracted by’ the strange 
and the unique. would find in Mr. 
Stearns’s collection of ‘freakS of na- 
ture’”’ and local obiects of historical in- 
terest, etc., a great deal to amuse, It 
seems to me that it would be a very 
wise precedure (if I may be pardonel 
for the presumption of offering a sug- 
gestion) for the Board of Education to 
purchase this collection and mount it 
in the high school building. Above all 
its merits preservation, not only from 
a scientific peint of view but popular- 
ly. Its present habitat is not secure 
and in case of fire the work of fifty 
years would be lost and there is not a 
man today in this part of New Eng- 
land who has the patience, time, of 
opportunity to’ make a duplicate col- 
lection. 

Now that we have a multitude of 
nature study books, the children as 
well aS adults have become greatly in- 
terested in the study of life, both in 
plant and animal. and not a few wish 
to know something regarding the rocks 
and the soils and other things that gu 
to make up our world. The exhibit 
properly arranged might he divided in- 
to eight or ten sections. each of which 
would illustrate some important branch 
in natural historv or history. In con- 
chology. the exhibit 1s quite complete. 
** would not be considered so in a tech 
nical museum but it is sufficient for 
local needs. In woods. Mr, Stearns has 

| snecimens of every kind of tree an@ 
bush native to New England. hese 
are cut and polished and are beatstiful 
specimens. In its relation to forestry 
the exhibit is important. Of the birds 
of New England. he has nearly all the 
eggs. In geologv and mineralogy he 
covers the entire field here and not a 
few beautiful crvstals and rare miner- 
als from other parts of the world. in 
archaeology he has some thousand or 
more, specimens illustrating the life of 
the Indian and prehistorjc man in the 
Merrimack valley and along the coast 
His electrical exhibit is unique and 
important. He’worked on the first 
telegraph line establisned in New Eng- 
land fifty years ago. He has all the 
insulators, wires. instruments, etc,, 
covering the evolution of the telegraph 
from the earliest form down to about 
1885. Such an exhibit is not only of 
great value and interest but it ts 
unique, and I know of no other ex- 
ceupt those in the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute and in the possession of the 
Western Union company. 

Showing the devastation of worms 
and other insects in wood he has 2 
great many specimens.—sides of trees, 
slabs, boards. ete.. all of which are of 
special interest to botanists as well 
as to school children. In historical ob- 
jects he has many things relating to 
early Lawrence and the neighborhood— 
and I have neither time nor the space 
to speak of them all. 

Mr. Stearns has a number of scrap 
books and files filled with clippings, 
pamphlets and data relating to histori- 
cal meetings. discoveries, natural his- 
tory observations and other records, 
These are very interesting and valua- 
ble locally and the books contain a 
surprising amount of information, 
Taken as a whole. I would say that 
his collection aggregatesd from 12.000 
to 15,000 specimens. Their acquisition 
by. either Lawrence or Methuen should 
be accomplished. . 

If the citizens care to take up this 
matter—and if not the Board of Edu- 
cation, some gentlemen of means 
should interest themselves in the pres- 
ervation of the exhibits—I snould be 
very glad to render any assistance in 
my power with reference to arranging, 
cataloguing, and mounting the speci- 
mens into a permanent place in some 
fire proof building. and without com- 
pensation

The cost of endowing a single-bed- 
ded room is $500; $100 to furnish and 
$400 for maintenance, The name of 
the room is affixed to the door on an 
engraved silver plate. 

Perhaps this is a good time to ex- 
plain the methods of the Lawrence 
General Hospital, as there seems to be 
somé misunderstanding on the part of 
the public. : 

In the first place, the Hospital is not 
a free, or charity Hospital..Its scope is 
akin to that of the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral, only, of course, more limited. 
/|though a great deal of charity~vwerk 
is done, yet all who are able to pay, 
are expected to do so. There are five 
classes of patients represented in this, 
as in other hospitals. . 

First: Those who are able and will- 
ing to pay and who do so promptly. 

Second: Those who simply cannot. 
These are’ given free treatment, or 
placed on free. beds, 4 

Third: Those who wish to pay 
something, but. cannot give the full 
price, For these, reductions are made. 

Fourth: Those who have the best of 
intentions but meet with misfortunes 
of various kinds, To these is granted 
time or reduction, or both. 

Fifth: Those who, apparently, do not: 
intend to reimburse the Hospital for 
t;}e expenses incurred by the care, Af- 
ter due effort has been made to collect 
these bills, and a reasonable time has 
elapsed, these are placed on the char-~ 
ity list. 
~The vrice of treatment in the wards 
is seven dollars per week; for private 
patients, from fourteen to twenty-five 
dollars per week, according tu size ani 
I-cation of room, These prices are low- 
er than in many other similar insti- 
tutions, The Salem Hospital asks 
twenty-one dollars for private rooms, 
regardless of size or location, whereas 
there are here only two over twenty, 
except in the. Parker, or contagious 
ward, and the Bradlee, or maternity, 
ward. 

The expense of running the hospital 
is necessarily great in an institution 
where so many surgical operations are 


| 
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nerformed, The inmates average not 
less than seventy-five persons per 
day. When one’ reflects upon the: 


provisions ‘required to feed such a 
family, many of whom’ are invalids, 
needing special diet and delicacies; 
unon the medical and surgical sup- 
plies used; and the cost of operation 
of_so large a nlant it will be realized 
that it takes a large sum to cover even 
the absolute needs. Thus far, the av- 
erage daily expense has not reached 
the maximum estimate for an insti- 
tution of the size of this in Law- 
rence, ‘ 

All the money received goes back in- 
to the work, as there afe no salaried 
officers, President, vice-president, sec- 
retary, treasurer, or director, no one 
receives a cent for tiie and labor, all 
being done “for sweet charity's sake.” 
Some of ‘the ladies on the board of 
managers are in their thirty-first year 
of service, being charter members of 
the Society. The Advisory Board of 
mén cheerfully give of--their valuable 
time at the call of the Hospital, an 
the busy physicians of the city make 
no charge for their services in ward 
and out-patient denartment, All this 
would go to show that thé name of 
“charitable society” is not a misno- 
mer. 

An annual free bed is maintained by 
the payment of two hundred dollars 
per year; this, too, being lower than 
in other hospitals. 

The,privileges of a free bed do hot 
include ambulance charges or out-pa- 


tient treatment, The ambulance is 
kept at a. stable and the hospital is 
charged for its maintenance and for 


the time of horse. and driver, when it 
is called out; therefore, it must charge 
the users of, the vehiclé, .A patient 
cannot well be on a* bed when he: is 


not in it: therefore, when he is not 
an inmate of the hospital, but comes 
neriodically to have -wounds dressed, 


or’ other attention- he is an out-pa- 
tient, and a small fee igs charged, one 
dollar for the first visit and fifty cents 
for each subsequent one, Ali else’ Is 
alsolutely free to the occupant of 2 
free bed; board, washing, lodging, 
r_edicine, nursing and medical or sur- 
gical attendance. 

The question is sometimes raised, as 
to whether a patient on a free bed re- 
celves as good care as a paying pa- 
tient, The answer is “Certainly.” It 
cannot be otherwise, as the nurses do 


not know who is on a free bed, or 
who cays, The office from which the 
bills are sent, the treasurer, and, 


sometimes, some of the directors, may 
know, but the nurses do not, unless 
they learn from the patient or his 
friends, 

In a hospital the matn consideration 
is the patient’s need; the question of 
rooney takes a subordinate place. No 
patient is ever refused admittance to 
the Lawrence General Hospital for 
lack of funds. He may be refused on 
account of lack of room or because 
his is not a suitable case for admis- 
sion; such as a chronic or incurable 
dise ce, alcoholism, or certain forms 
of disease unfit for a general hospital, 
but never because it thought he 
cannot pay. There are free beds to 
cover. such cases, and that question is 
not raised at the time of admission, 
Later, when the patient has been cared 
for, and his record is taken for the 
hospitable books, one of the questions 


is 


to be answered is, who is responsible 
for the pay. According to the answet! 
; giveh, the bill is rendered, Neither is 
any one sent out because funds are 


| lacking, The wards of a city: or of the 
! state 


may be transferred by the’ au- 
thorities to some other tnstitution, but 
itis done upon their iniative. 

In the private rooms,. everything is 
included in the. price except the op- 
erating-room fee, special nursing | and 
which is arranged be- 
tween the patient and his physician. 

All charity work is done in 


not in the private rooms, When a pa- 
tient ‘enters the hospital and desires 
the attendance of his own physician, 
he must go into # private. .room, as 
pone. ‘but the attending ~»hysician and 
the house officers visit in the wards. 
This is not always clearly understood, 
ns some come in and take a private 
room for the sake of having their own 
doctor, Then they are surprised that 
the bill is 80 .large.. Every one should 
clearly understand that, unless he is 
willing to go into the ward and have

To those who think the prices. of 
private rooms high, we would suggest 
a careful study of the following prob- 
lem: Given, the services of a nurse at 
from ten to..twenty-one dollars per 
week, the purchase of medical and 
surgical supplies, the board of nurse 
or nurses, special invalid diet; on the 
the other hand, hospital care in its 
entirety at from fourteen to twenty- 
five dollars per week. Are the charges

The hospital’s only need of money is 
to carry on its rapidly growing work. 
There are no expensive “functions” to 
be held; no fees to be pocketed; all re- 
ceipts go into the treasury, to, be turn- 
ed over into more healing. There is 
nu chance for it to grow “rich,” while 
the needs increase so much more rap- 
idly than the income, as is the case al 
present,

see how things were managed, she 
drew to one side and watched proceed- 
ings. As soon as’the nurse in charg? 
saw, or heard the ambulance: she sped 
away to the other end of the operating” 
wing, returning with the wheeled lit- 
ter.

BALL RULES. 
“NEW YORK. Abril 2—An_ entirety 


new game of fobtball will be presented 
to the gridjiron-loving public next sea- 
son as u result of the action taken Sat- 
urday by the American Intercollegiate 
football rules committee at the sixth 
session ut the Murray Hill hotel. 

The experts have been studying the 
game from every point of view in order 
to satisfy the public demand for a 
ciean and open game to the colleges 
tor its trial. 

The first steps were all taken tenta- 


tively and freauent changes’ were 
made. The final step Was taken when 
the committee passed the followirg 


resolution: 

“That the rules as at present passe 
bave been: finally passed and that at 
the next meeting of this committee i 
changes will be in order except (1) 
changes in wording, (2), inconsisten 


eles, and (3) such other changes us 
may be allowed to come before the 
committee by the unanimous consent 
of all the members present.” 


This resolution made all the changes 
which have been decided upon tenta- 
tively final and football will herear- 
ter be controlled by these changes. 

The most important features of the 
new game are the rules making it nec- 
essary for an attacking team to earn 
10 vards in three downs. the forward 
pass, the heavy punishment of all un- 
necessary or deliberate roughing tac: 
tics and the strengthening of the offi- 
cials of the game. 


All these revisions of ‘he old rules 
are now being plated in their prope’ 
locations in the new rules beok and 
merely require editing. When this fs 
done the rules committee will have 
accomplished all that awas expected of 
It;
